PRICE OF MILK IS 
AGAIN ADVANCED 


Thirteen Oents a Quart or 121, 
Cents by Purchasing 
Tickets 


Another inerease in the price of 
milk goes into effect this morning. 
Hereafter, until further notice, Ed- 
monton citizens will have to pay 18 


| cents a quart for milk when bought in | 
| single quarts, and 124 cents if tickets 


are purchased, This is the same as 
two quarts for 25 cents. Tickets will 
be eight for $1 instead of nine for $1 
as heretofore, 

In a public statement issued by the 
retailers they say that they are forced 
to make the increase on account of 
the high cost of production and dis- 
tribution. They say that they are 
paying the dairyinen seven cents a 
quart, Thé@spread in the past between 
what the retailer paid the produc- 
er Was about five cents and they assert 
that the policy of the food controller to 
make the spread 6% cents will not be 
enough for all seasons, They also 
that the cost of distribution 
is much higher and that ail supplies 
which they use have greatly advanced, 
They point out that the price of milk 
sustained in cold weather by milk 
freezing and bursting the bottles, 
They poitn out that the price of milk 
has been advanced in Moose Jaw to 
14 cents per quart, in Calgary to 15 
cents and in Vancouver to about the 
same, , 


NO SNOWPLOWING

In times past, and at present, oply a 
few of the balmiest months or weeks 
of each summer were utilized by the 
drilling crews. This will never de- 
velop the oil here. 

Many of the drillers themselves are 
brought from warmer districts, work 
a couple of months or so, get “‘stakey,” 
go out and report no further work can 
be done until following “tourist” sea- 
son.

PROF.MARTIN 
ADDRESSES THE 
EDUCATIONISTS 


Discusses Functions of Public 


Opinion—Value of a High 
Moral Sense ‘ 


“Functions of Public Opinion’ was 
the broad subject dealt with by Pro- 
fessor Chester B. Martin, of Manitoba 
university, at the Thursday evening 
session of the Northern Alberta teach- 
ers’ convention, Professor Martin 
proceeded to show that public opin- 
ion, though slow and ponderous in its 
movements, was the only sure indica- 
tion of the morality of any movenient, 
A small group of men might make 
quicker devisions, but unless 
were supported by the bulk of puBlic 
opinion the value of their decision 
was naught. Public opinion, though 
not quick, was always reliable, “he 
said. The moral sense was always 
there. 

Party Government 

Speaking of the corrupt in politics, 
the speak 
was relief in the limitation of party, 
not in the elimination of the party 
system, In normal times the party 
system had been found to be the only 
| practical expedient. It had been found 
ithe easiest way to put public opinion 
jinto operation. But party system did 
jnot invelve universal partisanship, 
which always led to oligarchy. The 
whole trouble led back to a distine- 
| ton that men drew in their private 
and their public morality. There.was 


thick and thin, That 
|must use his moral which 
should act the same in matters of that 


sense, 


jiness enterprises. 


that the public would not tolerate 
jcorrupt administration, men of high 
jmoral rectitude would be put up for 
|}candidates and an honest administra- 
Hion would follow because backed by 
public opinion. “We got the kind of 
/administration that the members of 
|the government thought we deserved, 
and on the whole we got the kind 
that we did deserve. 
for the whole system devolved on 
ourselves,” was Prof, Martin's judg- 
ment. 


High Moral Sense 


Two things, then, were 
said the tpeaker-——a high moral sense 
and a high moral sensitiveness. The 
first was the jewel of democracy, and 
the second need was the continuov 
| moral sense or moral sensitiveness. It 
;was only by generations of exercise, 
sometimes through the utmost poli- 
|tieal depravity, that. British democ- 
racy Wae brought to its present pitch, 
where summary vengeance was insist- 
jed upon the faintest taimt of dishonor 
in her publictmen. Eternal vigilance 
was the price of freedom. 

The lecturer further pointed out

The proclamation which issued on October 13th under 
the Military Service Act requires that each man who is 
a member of the First Class—bachelors and widowers 
without children (not otherwise excepted) who were 20 
years old on the 13th October, 1917, and whose 34th 
birthday did not occur before January Ist, 1917, shall, on 
or before the 


10th day of November, 1917 


report himself for military service, unless application for 
his exemption shall then have been made by him or by 
any person entitled to apply in his behalf. 


What is Required Immediately 


Any man in Class One, if it has not already been done, 
must before the Post Office closes to-morrow night, obtain 
from the Postmaster a form for reporting for service or a 
form for claiming exemption, fill out the same, and hand 
it to the Postmaster for transmission to the proper 
quarters,
